The refusal to accept the allies’ of­ 
fer was not unexpected, as it has been 
often stated in official circles that both 
Koumania and Greece wore withhold­ 
ing their assistance until tile allies 
eith er 
won

or 
proved to the Greeks and Roum anians 
their ability to do so, or until the 
operations had reached a stage which 
would assure them th at their coun­ 
tries would not be overrun by the 
forces of the central powers or their 
Turkish and Balkan allies. 


Servia in Serious Plight, 


T here is no inclination here or in 
the capitals of the other m em bers of 
the quadruple entente powers to m ini­ 
mize the seriousness of the situation 
of Servia. 
The Austro-German and 
Bulgarian 
campaign 
is 
developing 
slowly, but the plans are now fairly 
clear. 
T he Austro-German center is 
advancing down the Morava 
valley 
from Semindria, while the Bulgarians 
have got across 
this 
valley to the 
south and com m and the Belgrade-Nlsh- 
Saloniki railway.

Austro G erm ans 
have

other forces engaged, one in the north 
west near Shabatz. one at Belgrade, 
and 
the third, 
which has

near Egri I’alanka and K ahane claim 
to be already in Veleze, on the V ardar 
river.
